Wide differences of opinion between 
Public Works Commissioner Saunders 
and City igideek Latornel as to the 
awarding of paving contracts for the 
coming season led to caustic remarks 
at the meeting of the board of com- 
missioners yesterday by Commis- 
sioner Saunders, who declared that 
he had been ignored since he took of- 
tice by the entire sixth floor of the 
civie block—the offices oceupied by 
the city engineer and his large staff. 

“T have asked Mr. Latornel to con 
fer with me on these and other ten- 
ders, but he has. ignored me entirely.’ 
declared Commissioner Saunders, “If 
he is greater than the man who is 
supposed to be his superior officer, we 
will find it out in a day or two, 1 have 
been ignored by that sixth storey in 
this civic block ever since I took of- 
fice and am today.” 

Later on, in replying to a remark 
by Mayor MoNamara that the reports 
of the commissioner and the city en- 
gineer did not agree at all, Mr. Saun- 
ders declared: 

“Well, you have your commissioner 
of public works; you have no confi- 
dence in him, say so." 

How Trouble Arose. 

The ‘trouble arose over ine recom- 
mendations laid before tne board by 
Commissioner Saunders in regard to 
the awarding of contracts for the 275,- 
900 gyuare vards of paving to be laid 
in the city this vear. Representatives 
of all the, contracting companies were 
present, and George . O'Connor, for 
the Dominion Paving company, pro- 
tested against the small contract sug- 
gested for that company in view of the 
fact that they were the lowest ten- 
derers, while a representative of the 
Bitulithic company protested against 
Commissioner Saunders leaving them 
out of the awards altogether,
